All the steps taken 
by 
the State 


authorities have up to date proved -in- 
effective in the work of preventing the 
decrease in the number of sturgeon in 
this region, and there is ground for feai' 
that in a short timerthis valuable food 


fteh will be -cxtlnot. Aa it cannot 'be 
readily propagated 
by the 
methods 


adopted in the.case 
of 
salmon 
and 


trout, shad and other varieties of the 
finny kind, the lo^s will be a heavy 
one to our markets. 
The existing 


laws for its protection ought, there- 
fore, to be enforced with the greatest 
strictness. 


We are not alone in the way in 


which we have permitted the destruc- 
tion of this valuable fish, for the work 
of extinction has gone forward with- 
out let or hindrance all along the At- 
antic as well as the Pacific coast, and 
we find the pisciculturists of Penn- 
iylvania and New Jersey alarmed and 
acting. For the last ten years the fish 
have greatly decreased in number in 
the Delaware river, until it is no long- 
er profitable to fish for them, and the 
Legislatures of the two, States have de- 
termined to save what they can. The 
chief difficulty does not lie in hatch- 
ing the eggs, but in obtaining them to 
hatch, us out of six or seven females 
captured, even after the regular spawn- 
ing season has bep;un, only one will be 
found with ripe eg-gs. 


Our Fish Commission lias clone' ex- 


cellent work with the salmonidae and 
there is scarcely a stream that is not 
well stocked with game fish for 
the 


pleasure of the scientific angler, while- 
food species have been well looked af- 
ter. 
It now seems to be the turn of 


the sturgeon to receive some of this 
attention, for close seasons do not ap- 
pear to have had the beneficial effect 
that was expected, and it is clear that 
without artificial prorogation lihe stur- 
g-eon is doomed to follow the dodo, the 
sea-cow and the buffalo into nothing- 
ness or the museums.

"Another important fact 
emphasiz- 


ed by him was the shirting; of Oriental 
trade ''centers, as a result of the Chi- 
nese troubles by reason of which the 
old commercial ruts have disappeared, 
carrying- with them the European trade 
advantages In China that largely rested 
on custom and tradition. 


"His most effective point 
in 
illus- 


trating the interdependence of the Asi- 
atic trade and irrigation issues was 
relative to the inability of the Orien- 
tals, more especlr*Uy the Chinese and 
Japanese, to 
increase 
their 
natural 


food-producing- 
resources. 
. Tor 
this 


reason, and heoauses of the Oriental 
liking for our food products, he stout- 
ly contended, first, that the Oriental 
market would meet .any demand of our 
food product, 
surplus, 
and, 
second', 


that the greater the agricultural surp- 
lus available for export to the Orient 
the better would our facilities become 
for shipping- that surplus. 
The trans- 


porlation companies are keenly alive 
to tnis condition of ap'airs and realize 
that they and those bavins collateral 
interests with them arc 
therefore 
in 


duty bound to foster a strong national 
movement for the reclamation of the 
arid lands and the resulting increased 
agricultural outp'it. 


"According to Mr. Bunker, the Ori- 


ental trade is the bl^sest commercial 
prize of the age, and is so liroad in its 
benefits that the manufacturer on the 
Atlantic seaboard and In the Middle 
West has an interest in its expansion 
equal to that of the best favored farm- 
er on the Pacific 
Coast. Our largest

fiscal year ending July 
1, 1S89, was 


flour from the Pacific Co;?st, valued at 
S4G3,S7S. 
But soon after Jr.ly ], there 


was a shipment from the Atlantic sea- 
board for account of the Chinese East- 
ern railway oi stcol rails valued ut ?!-,- 
970,070. An analysis ot the exports to 
the Orient shows that the interest of 
the Eastern and Southern states in the 
expansion of the trade with the far 
East is fully as large as that of the 
tier of states on the Pacific Coast.
